The Sec- 
ond SS Panzers, a tank outfit, and 
the Lehr Panzers are believed to 
be still in good enough condition 
to have retained their identities.

The sensational drive to Av¥-« 
ranches, at the angle formed by 
the Normandy and Brest penin- 
sulas, closed a new trap on Ger- 
mans fighting to the north around 
Granville and along the line of 
Gavray to Tessy-sur-Vire. Already 
10,500 prisoners have been taken 
since the start of the American 
offensive last Tuesday. 

40 Miles in 7 Days. 

Associated Press Correspondent 
Wes Gallagher wrote from the 
front that the Americans had “in 
effect broken out of the Cher- 
bourg peninsula into France.” He 
said that the German defeat in 
the course of the seven-day 40- 
mile American advance “may 
have turned into a debacle.” 

American armored columns 
were moving south so rapidly 
they were temporarily outstrip- 
ping their communications, For 
the first time the Germans were 
being driven back in France with 
the speed they entered it in 1940. 
Gallagher said there was not the 
slightest sign of any German de- 
fense capable of checking the 
American offensive, let alone 
stopping it. 

German prisoners said that the 
American onslaught had reduced 
companies from 150 to 25 men, 
and the survivors lacked the will 
to fight. What resistance there 
was at most places was by local 
commanders who set up two or 
three gung in attempts to block a 
road or bridge for a few hours. 

The speed of the advance has 
spared French towns from the 
destruction suffered farther north 
and except for destroyed bridges 
the countryside is virtually un- 
touched, 

The hedgerows which have 
caused the Yanks so much bitter 
fighting and losses are now 
largely left behind. 

Granville Captured. 

The armored thrust to Avranches 
by-passed the coastal town -of 
Granville, 13 miles to the north. A 
second American armored column, 
moving down the coast road from 
Coutances entered and - captured 
Granville today. 

Seizure of pivotal Avranches 
would place the Americans on a 
springboard for an eastward drive 
for Paris, 160 miles away, out- 
flanking the remaining German 
forces to the north, or a south- 
ward plunge to cut off the Brest 
peninsula.

Voters of St. Louis and the rest 
of Missouri will select in tomor- 
row’s primary election Republican 
and Democratic nominees for 
United States Senator, Governor 
and five other state offices, the 
atate’s 13 Congressmen, half of 
the state Senate, all of the State 
House of Representatives and nu- 


merous local offices. 
In St. Louis nominees for a five- 


month unexpired term as Mayor, 


for Circuit Attorney, Sheriff and 
four other offices will be picked. 
St. Louis County will nominate 
for 10 county offices, including 
the entire personnel of the County 
Court, or administrative body, and 
Sheriff. 

St. Louis voters will pass on 11 
bond issue propositions for post- 
war work, totaling $43,527,000, 
each item requiring a two-thirds 
majority for adoption. 

Committee Elections. 

Members of the Republican and 
Democratic party committees will 
be “elected in St. Louis and each 
of the 114 counties. Some of the 
bitterest fights of the primary, 
not attracting general public at- 
tention, are involved in the filling 
of the 56 places on each commit- 
tee in St. Louis. There are only 13 
Republican ward candidates with- 
out opposition and 22 Democratic. 

Polls will open throughout Mis- 
souri at 6 o’clock tomorrow morn- 
ing and will close in St. Louis, 
University City and the four other | 
cities with population exceeding 
25,000 at 7 p. m., but in the rest 
of St. Louis County and Missouri 
they will be open until sunset, 
8:13 p.m.

A light vote is anticipated by 
politicians, because of various war

MONG every 100 men who are 

wounded in battle and reach 

a hospital, 97 will live, according 

to Surgeon-General Kirk of the 
U.S. Army. 


This means that most of our 


heroic servicemen will come back 


alive—not necessarily whole. Blood 
plasma, the sulfa drugs and penicillin, 
in addition to other medical discoy- 
eries since the last war, are saving a 
large proportion of the most seriously 
injured men. 


We have a special responsibility to 
these men we love who come back 
with permanent handicaps. Our doc- 
tors have preserved their lives. It is 
for us to see that they live in liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness. Each of 
us must receive our returned soldier 
with pride, neither repelled by, nor 
over-solicitous as to his injury. Most 
of his anxiety about it will stem from 
worry about its effect upon us and 
upon his chances for livelihood. We 


must convince him, and prove it by 
our actions, that he has the capacity 
to be useful and happy. 


From what I have seen in our 
Army, Navy and Public Health Serv- 
ice Hospitals, very few handicapped 
men want to become the permanent 
wards of the Government and spend 
the rest of their days in idleness. They 
have worked hard. They have stood 
on their feet and slugged it out with 
the enemy. They have endured more 
than they dreamed it was possible to 
endure. They will ask of us—and they 
will have every right to ask—useful 
work which they are. mentally and 
physically able to do. 


Industry, however, needs to re. 
tool its thinking before retooling its 
machinery for postwar production. 
In the past, men have been ruled by 
the needs of the machine. After the 
war, jobs, tools, machines and national 
planning must be fitted to the men 
who fought to preserve the nation. 


There is another thing to consider: 
Many of our fighting mén have 
learned new skills. So far as is hu- 
manly possible, they should go on 
from there. Men who have learned 
the intricacies of radar will not be 
satisfied peddling magazine subscrip- 
tions. Men who have flown bombers 
will not be happy untangling red tape. 
Men who have learned to build and 
use the lightning calculators used in 
anti-aircraft fire will not accept with 
grace a job pushing buttons on an 
electric elevator. 


The end of the war may be near 
or far away. The world that follows 
the war will be what we choose to 
make it, beginning now. Certainly it 
will be different. We must adapt a 
rich and vigorous part of that changed 
world for the participation of those 
men who have returned and will in 
increasing numbers return from the 
battlefronts, broken, perhaps, of body 
but high of heart.”

In all, it was estimated. that 
as0 Germans were killed, 350 pris- | 
oners were rounded up during the 
morning; the wounded are not yet 
counted. American losses were 
much less, but by no means light.

Seventeen of the 26 governors 
are in their first term, seven are 
serving for a second time and two 
for a third time. 

Their ages range from that of 
Gov. Dewey—42—to that of Gov. 
Walter 8S. Goodland of Wisconsin 
-80. The average age is 55. 

Fifteen of the 26 are lawyers, 
three are newspaper publishers, 
six are primarily business men, 
active or retired; one is a doctor 
and one a farmer. A composite 
of the 26 would be a middle-aged 
lawyer who went into politics early 
and worked his way up from 
minor public office; who joined 
one or more fraternal orders along 


the way; who belongs to a Prot- | 


estant denomination; who has a 
record of service, at home or 
abroad, in the last war. 

Appended are brief biographies 
ef the 26: 


GOV. EARL WARREN OF CAL- 
IFORNIA, who could have had 
the Republican’ vice-presidential 
nomination, was born in Los An- 
geles March 19, 1891, and has had 
a steadily upward career in the 
public life of his state. He is a 
graduate of the University of Cal- 
ifornia with the A. B. and J. D. 
(doctor of jurisprudence) degrees. 
He was successively deputy city 
attorney of Oakland, deputy dis- 
trict attorney, chief deputy and 
district attorney of Alameda Coun- 
ty and attorney general of Cali- 
fornia—a post for which he was 
nominated on the Republican, 
Democratic and Progressive tick- 
ets and from which he went on to 
the governorship in January, 1943, 
In 1940-41 he was president of the 
National Association of Attorneys 
General, and since 1938 he has 
been vice ghairman of the Ameri- 
can Bar Association's section on 
criminal law.

A Neglected Shook Issue 


There is an important issue that has not been 
sufficiently considered, if at all, in the primary 
campaign that ends today. It is this: 

The next Governor of Missouri is likely to 
have as one of his first duties the appointment of 
a United States Senator, to serve for two years. 

If the Democrats win the presidential election 
in November, Missouri will lose the services 
of Senator Harry Truman, the vice-presidential 
nominee. Under the Constitution, such a vacancy 
is filled by appointment of the Governor. 

Gov. Donnell’s term expires about two weeks 
before the inauguration of President and Vice 
President in 1945. Should Roosevelt and Tru- 
man win, it is almost certain that the Senator 
will not resign while a Republican Governor 
is in office. If Missouri elects a Democratic 
Governor, Mr. Truman will undoubtedly time his 
resignation so that a member of his own party 
takes his seat in the Senate. 

This fact—that Missouri’s next Governor may 
have the choice of a United States Senator in his 
hands—makes the outcome of the gubernatorial 
race of much more than ordinary importance. 

When the voters go to the polls tomorrow, they 
should consider this fact with utmost seriousness. 
They will be expressing their will not only ag to 
the State’s chief executive for the next four 
years, but also as to the caliber of the junior 
Senator from Missouri in two crucial years that 
may include the making of the peace and the 
creation of a world security organization. 

Two of the candidates for the Democratic 
nomination, Messrs. Donnelly and Sermon, are 
affiliated with the old-line politicians, and it is 
charged that both have unsavory machine sup- 
port. The third candidate, Edgar Shook, ig an 
independent in the best sense of the word, free 
from all obligation to party hacks, with no 
charges of machine support against him. 

The voter can decide for himself what manner 
of Senator would be appointed by Donnelly, by 
Sermon—and by Shook. The two first-named are 
heavily indebted to the politicians for help in 
the campaign. Is it not likely that this fact 
would exert a great deal of influence over their 
choice? 

Shook, on the other hand, would be free to 
make an appointment without pressure from the 
party manipulators. He has made his principal 
campaign appeal to the great mass of independent 
voters, and he could safely be counted on to 
exercise freedom of judgment to choose the most 
capable man available for the Senate seat. 

Edgar Shook has waged a long fight for good 
government in his home town, Kansas City. To 
him goes a large share of the credit for ending 
the rule of Boss Pendergast, for cleaning up the 
gangster-ridden Police Department, for insuring 
fair elections in Kansas City by acting, with his

Vote As You Please 
In a letter printed today, a reader wants to 
know whether voting for one party in the pri- 
mary obligates her to support the same party in 


November. The answer is No. 

In some states, it has been illegal to switch 
allegiance from one party to another between 
primary and general election. It is not illegal 
in Missouri. It should not be illegal anywhere. 

Our two great parties are not exclusive clubs 
into whose membership one may be admitted 
only by grace of the members. They are loose 
and ever-changing coalitions among people of 
like mind about men and principles. 

Politicians themselves shift easily from one 
party to another. They often enter rival pri- 
maries, when their own fences are well-mended, 
to defeat dangerous rivals. 

In this primary, Republicans who feel that the 
most important job before the voters is to de- 
feat Senator Clark are perfectly justified ‘in 
voting Democratic for that purpose. Democrats 
might do the same thing if they regard as most 
important the defeat of some Republican can- 
didate, 

Some politicians like to give the impression 
that it is a heresy to change allegiance between 
primary and general election.

Our correspondent should 
vote exactly as she pleases. 
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Fred Koenig’s Candidacy 

Voters have an object lesson in “leaving it to 
the professionals” in the ugly machinations sur- 
rounding the candidacy of Fred J. Koenig for the 
State Senate. 

A recently confessed and convicted black- 
marketer, Koenig cannot vote. If elected, he 
could not serve. Though the Missouri Constitu- 
tion says that State Senators must be qualified 
voters, however, the Election Board took the 
position that it could not strike him -from the 
ballot. | 

Koenig knows he cannot serve. In fact, he 
gave the Republican committee in his district a 
resignation postdated to take effect after the 
primary. Even if the committee, too, was with- 
out power to effectuate the resignation immedi- 
ately, its clear duty was certainly to say in 
no uncertain terms that it wanted none of thie 
candidate.. 

Instead, according to Claude Tobin, a dis- 
sident Republican, Koenig told him that Judge 
Louis Comerford and other “regular” Repub- 
lican powers “wanted him to stay in the race 
because they figured he would win the nomina- 
tion and then withdraw, and they would be able 
to appoint someone to replace him in the general 
election.” 

To which Comerford replied: ‘“T believe Koenig 
should have withdrawn. , ,. Indorsempents are

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not made by me but by the committeeman and 
committeewoman, the officers and precinct or- 
ganization. I shall not support him.” If this is 
denunciation, the language is indeed amazingly 
restrained. 

There, as voters go to the polls tomorrow, it 
stands. In this immediate instance, the remedy 
is for Republican voters to turn out in force and 
vote for Victor B. Harris, Koenig’s only opponent. 
This is the only way to put the committee and 
future candidates on notice that dirty business 
will not be tolerated.

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Mr. Patterson’s Warning 


At a moment when an early end of the war in 
Europe is being predicted even by spokesmen who 
have previously been cautious, Under Secretary 
of War Patterson has warned that the time for 
celebration and relaxing by the home front is 
not yet here, 

The crack-up of German resistance may come 
faster now than the realists had expected. How- 
ever, we are only delaying victory if we permit a 
letdown. As Mr. Patterson says, “The men on the 
firing line know that the war is not yet won. 
They know that there is a lot of hard fighting 
ahead.” 

On both Eastern and Western fronts, admir- 
able progress is being made by Allied forces. The 
great gains by the Russiang do not necessarily 
mean, however, that the Germans are finished. 
According to Hal O’Flaherty, writing in yester- 
day’s Post-Dispatch, Hitler has ordered his forces 
in the East to abandon Central Poland and with- 
draw to a much shorter line for defense of the 
Reich. The Nazis are losing men and equipment 
as the Russians speedily follow up their retreat, 
but resistance can be expected when the new de- 
fense lines are consolidated. 

Great quantities of munitions and equipment 
still are needed by the Allies to press their pres- 
ent advantages and deal the final blows. There 
can be no letdown by soldiers of the production 
front any more than by soldiers of the fighting 
fronts. Yet the news of the German Generals’ 
plot brought a sizable increase in absenteeism in 
American factories. Mr. Patterson’s warning is 
needed, and it should be heeded.

No member of Congress has ever done a better 
job of looking out for the general welfare of 
St. Louis than Representative John J. Cochran.

I desire to invite your attention to one of 
the most powerful, one of the most effec- 
tive, most wealthy lobbies, and also the 
most sordid and most sinister lobby that 
has ever been organized in the history of 
the United States, that is now trying to se- 
cure the adoption of a _ constitutional 
amendment for the purpose of limiting the 
power of Congress to tax incomes more 
than 25 per cent or to tax gifts or to tax 
estates more than 25 per cent. 


They are trying to do it quietly. You 
probably never heard of this proposal to 
get the twenty-second amendment to the 
United States Constitution adopted. I never 
heard of it until recently, and then I com- 
menced to investigate, and I discovered 
that 16 states have adopted it.

Essays by Eric Gill, Artist, 
Are Brilliant, Yet Irritating 


“It All Goes Together,’’ by Erie Gill. (Devin-Adair 

Co., New York.) 

Here are 23 essays by a man who spert 
much of his life crying in a wildernessa—a 
wilderness not only of the false values of 
crass contemporaries but of his own verbal 
vaguenésses. 

Eric Gill, who died in 1940, was a versa- 
tile and talented English artist, a sculptor, 
a book designer, a typographer and a wood 
engraver. He was also a profoundly Roman 
Catholic Christian. 

Such a man must find himself uncomfort- 
able in the modern world. If he is a mail- 
adjusted personality, he may retreat into 
his own soul and whine of persecution, If, 
however, he is well adjusted, he will prob- 
ably become a critic of the world about 
him and feel under the compulsion of right- 
ing it. Eric Gill was such a man, 

* . 


These essays are brilliantly written, stim- 
ulating, provoking and irritating. There is 
so much truth in what he says that one who 
disagrees with him and with his premises 
puts himself in an uncomfortable position. 

Eric Gill’s first premise is fundamentally 
religious: we are the sons and the heirs of 
God, and all that we do should, therefore, 
be an emanation from God, should lead us 
to “holiness.” The only end of man is 
“sanctification.” 

Hig second premise is that modern indus- 
trial production of objects for salability and 
profit only has made man, the son and 
heir of God, an irresponsible tool, If one is 
a designer, he now has no part in the pro- 
duction of what he has designed; if he is a 
“hand” in a factory, he haa no part in the 
design. Thus, in modern work, there can 
be none cf the loving care, none of the 
ennobling responsibility, that should go 
with all of man’s work, 

Those premises are, of course, at least 
partly acceptable to most people, But un- 
fortunately implicit tn them ia another 
premise, although Gill tries to deny it. Since 
his great complaint is against modern com- 
mercial and industrial systems, he vilifies 
the Renaissance and the rise of the mer- 
cantile class. In other words, he looks back . 
to the early Middle Ages as the time when 
man was responsible. But even before the 
rise of commercialism, not all men lived 
happy and free lives, rejoicing in the re- 
sponsibility of their work. 

¥ * + 


Thoroughly hostile to the teachings of 
modern psychology and the denial of free 
will, Eric Gill asserts that man has free- 
dom of will and that in past centuries his 
consciousness of that fact made him a 
responsible heir of God. But all such as- 
sumptions of the happy past ignore the 
fact that it was only the superior few and 
the articulate who have left their works 
for us to admire, whether they be written 
monuments or examples of beautiful handi- 
crafts, ‘ 

The fallacy in such thinking is shown 
when Eric Gill points out that in centuries 
past many men suffered for their con- 
aciences’ sake. That is true; but he makes 
no mention of those who forced them to 
suffer for their consciences’ sake.

A Long-Term Policy. 


If, therefore, Argentina were 
simply another unfriendly neutral, 


another political partner of our. 


enemies, we could assume that the 
Argentine problem would resolve 
itself when Germany falls. But 
this is precisely what we cannot 
assume. For this dictatorship is 
following a policy which ta based 
on plans which cannot take effect 
until long after the end of the 
war. It is a policy which would 
certainly disturb the peace of this 
hemisphere, and there is little 
doubt that it is designed to dis- 
rupt the settlement with Germany 
and her Fascist satellites. 
Argentina, under the iron hand 
of the dictatorship, is being trans- 
formed into an aggressive Fascist 


state just as the European Fascist 


states are being defeated and de- 
stroyed. This would be a pre- 
posterous enterprise in view of the 
military weakness of the Argen- 
tine were it not for the fact that 
the Nazis and Fascists in Europe 
intend to go underground, and 
then at some propitious moment, 
when the victors are asleep or di- 
vided, to return to power. South 
America below the River Plate 
would provide a useful place of 
refuge and a base of recovery for 
European Nazis and Fascists. 


In the Nazi Pattern. 


The fact that these Argentine 
Colonels are not themselves men 
of world stature must not cause 
us to think that they cannot be 
the instruments of such a great 
plan. They have taken their 
ideology, their methods, their or- 
ders from the Nazis: there is no 
reason to doubt and every reason 
to believe that they are acting, 
perhaps unwittingly, according to 
plans worked out by the Nazis for 
the postwar period. 


The evidence goes much deeper 
than their conduct during the war. 
It is true that they were pledged 
to co-operate with the American 
republics in the defense pf the 


their espionage, 

Yet all this would conceivably 
be tolerable, or a purely Argentine 
affair, if it were not that this 
Fascist program at home is the 
foundation in Argentina, as it was 
in Italy and in Germany, for pre- 
paring and planning external ag- 


-| gression. 


On June 10, Col. Peron, who is 
Argentina’s would-be Hitler, de- 
livered a speech on national de- 
fense at the University of La 
Plata, 

Like his prototype, Hitler, he an- 
nounced in advance the aggression 
which he contemplates, trusting, 
as Hitler did, that the selected vic- 
tima would be too weak to do any- 
thing about it and that the more 
‘distant great powers, the United 
States and Great Britain, would 
‘not take him seriously or would be 
too preoccupied to be bothered 
with him. This speech states the 
program of the Argentine dicta- 
torship. 


Peron’s Plan for War. 


| Col. Peron told Argentina that 
peace is Utopian and that it 
must prepare for total war against 
the days when “the clarion call 
of war must resound on the banks 
of the River Plate.” Now Argen- 
tina did not prepare for total war 
against the totalitarian states; on 
the contrary, she befriended them. 
But Argentina, under Col, Peron, 
is to prepare for total war in a 
world in which the democratic 
states have survived and won. 
Against whom, then, is Argentina 
preparing for total war? Against 
the Soviet Union? It is absurd. Ar- 
gentina is preparing for total war 
within the Atlantic community, 
and specifically against its weaker 
neighbors in South America. 

Argentina has only some 13 
million inhabitants. But relatively 
she is much stronger than her 
immediate neighbors, 
only Brazil, 

It is against his small neighbors

One of them climbed down the 
hatch into the driver's seat and 
there in the dark, completely by 
feel, investigated the gadgets of 
the cockpit and found just what 
shape it was in and told us the 
trouble. 

It seemed that on this tank two 
levers at the driver’s seat had 
been left in gear and they were 
so bent there was not room. to 
shift them out of gear. 

One man was sent ;:back up the 
road to get a hacksaw from the 
wrecker truck so they could saw 
off the handles.

During this time we stood itn a 
group around the tank, about a 
dozen of us, just talking. Shells 
still roamed the dark sky, but they 
weren’t coming as near as before. 

There would be lulls of many 
minutes when there was hardly a 
sound but our own voices. Moat 
everybody talked in low tones, yet 
in any group there's always some- 
body who can’t bear to speak in 
anything less than foghorn pro- 
portions. 

And now and then when they’d 
have to hammer on the tank it 
sounded as though a boiler factory 
had collapsed. [ tried to counter- 
act this by not talking at all. 

An officer asked if anybody had 
inspected the breech of the tank's

We drove home in the black- 
out, watching the tall hedgerows 
against the lighted sky for guid- 
ance. For miles the roads were as 
empty and silent as the farthest 
corner of a desert. The crash of 
the guns grew welcomely dimmer 
until finally everything was near- 
ly silent and it seemed there could 
be only peace in Normandy. 

At last we came to our own 
hedgerow gate. As we drove in 
the sentry said, “coffee’s waiting 
at the mess tent.” They feed 24 
hours a day in these outfits that 
work like firemen. 

But my sleeping bag lay un- 
rolled and waiting on the ground 
in a nearby tent, It wag 3 a. m., 
With an almost childish gratitude 
at being there at all I went right 
to bed.

Thirteen German firms have 
been “intervened” by the govern- 
ment in fulfillment of the Rio de 
Janeiro conference agreements to 
control Axis commercial activities, 

There is much talk of national- 
izing the British-owned railroads, 
and a 60-million-peso fine has been 
imposed for several alleged misde- 
meanors. But this is a very tan- 
gled topic. Most arguments are 


against expropriation. (The Argen- 
tine peso is now quoted at 2485 
cents American.) 

National sentimental satisfaction 
at saying that the railroads are 
Argentine instead of British is bal- 
anced by Nationalist opinien that 
the continued existence of British 
investments in railroads is an 
earnest of British purchases of 
Argentine products after the war. 

Temporarily, at least, Argentina 
is no market for investment in 
view of State expropriations, some 
of which have been rather high- 
handed. There is, however, «a 
school of thought among Ameri- 
can businessmen which foresees 
that 100 per cent subsidiaries in 
Latin America—and in Argentina 
fin particular—no longer is.a satis- 
factory method of investment. 
They feel that mixed investments, 
part Argentine, part American, 
provide a sounder basis of doing 


business in the long run.

RY weather interferes much 
with the normal development 
of vegetation, Lack of mois- 
ture causes tough and misshapen 
vegetables. Since the quality of 
the vegetable is brought about by 
natural causes, we need to think 
about what we can supply in our 
cooking to make up for any de- 
ficiency in flavor or texture. Such 
vegetables should be cooked as 
soon as they are gathered or pur- 
chased. Asa rule, they need more 
cooking and require more water 
for cooking. Vegetables such as 
green beans may be cooked in less 
time, simply by slicing the beans 
very thin. When this is done, 
however, there is danger of los- 
ing some of the vitamins and min- 
erals if any of the water is drained 
off. Add the water as needed and 
allow it to evaporate carefully 80 
there will be no scorching. 
Green Beans and Mushroom Sauce. 
Two cups boiling water, one-half 
pound green beans, washed and 
tips cut off; one teaspoon salt, 
one-half pound mushrooms, diced; 
one and one-fourth cups milk, 
three-fourths teaspoon salt, one 
teaspoon onion juice, one-fourth 
cup flour, two tablespoons butter. 
Wash beans thoroughly. If tough, 
cut fine; add salt and cook quickly 
15 to 20 minutes or ‘until tender. 
Drain off liquid and save. Cook 
the mushrooms in the milk for 
three minutes. Add salt, onion 
juice and bean liquid. Blend flour 
and softened butter, add part of 
liquid, stirring constantly.’ Com- 
bine with the hot mixture and 
cook until mixture bubbles and 
thickens, stirring constantly. Four 
servings.

EW children under 5 reach 

that age without having gone 

through a period of battle, 
punching, hitting, biting, seeming- 
ly without cause, Itis not uncom- 
mon to find them having had this 
development rather late, or having 
dwelt in it overlong. 


There is nothing to be alarmed 
about. It is one of the periods 
of growth that carries this bit of 
unpleasantness with it. In most 
children a few cautions, a few 
separations, a redirection of inter- 
est and strongly expressed disap- 
proval of such behavior, settles 
the matter. In a few extreme 
cases the child carries the prac- 
tice longer. 

Don't be frightened. Don’t slap, 
shake and scold. Remove him 
gently and firmly from the com- 
pany, keep him alone for the re- 
mainder of the playtime, saying: 
“You @id not play nicely. When 
you can play nicely, you can go 
back. Maybe tomorrow, if you 
try.” If tomorrow he forgets, re- 
peat the routine, In time the idea 
takes hold, 


Don’t bite the child who bites. 


Children believe that what grown- . 


up people do-.is the right thing to 
do and copy it. When the slap- 
per is slapped in return, the biter 
bitten, the kicker kicked, he is 
taught that his mistake is accept- 
ed as the right thing to do by the 
adults. He will not hear what is 
said to him, but he will remem- 
ber what was done“to him, and 
do it to others as soon as he finds 
opportunity. 

Some children take up weapons 
at this time and endanger their 
playmates, They are not potential 
murderers, They are hitting with 
all their might and the shovel 
helps strengthen the blow. The 


same impulsive force that is be- 
hind the slap, the punch or the 
bite igs behind the shovel, and it 
has no deeper meaning than the 
undisciplined growth of a child 
ever has, 

There is nothing to do with a 
child who has this impulse but to 
stand guard over him during 
playtime. A blow on the head with 
a sturdy shovel wielded by a stur- 
dy arm, can work grave mischief. 
Stay by and be ready to catch the 
first gesture of assault and remove 
the attacker immediately. No sec- 
ond chance for that day, Isolation 
will impress him more than words, 

Don't make the:mistake of giv- 
ing him a rubber shovel so that it 
won't hurt. That will teach him 
that hitting with the shovel is all 
right, only the result is question- 
able. He might mislay the rubber 
shovel and find the iron one, and 
continue on his course with it. 

A period of patient watching, 
of praise for good behavior, stern 
disapproval for roughness, and the 
stage passes,

phers who maintain that it is 
not the massive size of his brain 
which has lifted man above the 
brutes, but his hand. The fact 
that we can appase our thumbs to 
each of our fingers has done more 
for us than the fact that we can 
define an isosceles triangle. 


“Nature has developed in the 
hand a finely co-ordinated motor 
and sensory organ which has 
made possible our present civili- 
zation,” wrote Dr. Michael Mason. 
“The hand is composed of com- 
pact and efficiently balanced mus- 
cles, tendons and joints, motor 
and sensory nerves and special- 
ized nerve endings. Bulk and pro- 
tection are sacrificed to efficiency, 
there is nothing to spare, each 
part is reduced to a minimum.” 

The human hand having .this 
marvelous efficiency and also in- 
satiable curiosity, sticking itself 
into all sorts of atmhenad giving 
here the flywheel a little extra 
spin, and trying to pry open a 
sticking screen door, naturally 
quite often gets itself into trouble. 
And since, as Dr. Mason points 
out, it has nothing to spare, when 
an injury occurs it is the problem 
of the surgeon to make as com- 
plete a restoration as possible.

THE GREATEST danger to the 
hand after injury is infection. 
A cellulitis, what used to be called 
blood poisoning, with inflamma- 
tion running up the tendon 
sheaths and lymphatics of the 
hand and arm may cripple such 
a member forever, Any injury to 
the hand then must be examined 
and treated under the strictest 
possible conditions of surgical 
asepsis. 

A splinter or any penetrating 
body should be removed provided 
the removal does not cause too 
much tissue destruction and open 
the liability to more infection. If 
there is the slightest tendency for 
one of these wounds to “fester,” 
the hand and arm should be 
smothered in wet dressings of 
boric, alcohol and a few drops of 
phenol and kept hot and moist 
until the inflammation subsides.

INDUSTRIAL SURGEONS have 
this to say about various types of 
hand injuries: 

Human Bites—These are usually 
incidental to fist fights and hence 
thewound is usually on the knuckle 
and tooth penetration often enters 
one of the tendons. “Experience 
leads us to believe,” writes Dr. 
Vinton E. Siler, of Cincinnati, 
“that doctors, hospital residents 
and interns do not have enough re- 
spect for this injury. Many pa- 
tients are examined in the admit- 
ting Ward, given first aid, dis- 
charged and told to return if the 
wound does not heal, A human 
bite injury, if not treated prop- 
erly at the time, will usually lead 
to serious infection. Splinting 
and moist heat are indicated in 
all human bite injuries, In a series 
of hand injuries, the cause was a 
human bite in 10 per cent. 

Wringer injuries—These are not 
limited to people working in laun- 
dries. Children suffer them fre- 
quently. Since the rollers of the 
wringer produce equal pressure on 
two sides the injury is usually lim- 
ited to soft tissues. Fractures do 
not oecur very often, but there Is 
contusion and bleeding into the 
tissue spaces. Unless the skin is 
injured they are treated by splint- 
ing and a pressure dressing. 

Blood clot under the fingernall 
-This common injury is very 
common and very painful, but not 
serious. No treatment needs usu- 
ally to be instituted. There is a 
great temptation to drill an open- 
ing through the nail to let the 
clot out, but this procedure is usu- 
ally not successful and invites in- 
fection. The throbbing pain is 
bad for 24 hours, but can be con- 
trolled by heat and aspirin, or at 
the worst by codeine. Sometimes 
the blood clot gets so large that 
it is necessary to remove part of 
the nail, but this is the exception 
and very rare,

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


“Ignorance”: Would diabetes, 
ovarian or kidney disease show up 
in a blood test? If so what other 
diseases? 


Answer: Tests for the chemis- 
try of blood are now quite sci- 
entific. In diabetes the sugar in 
the blood is increased over nor- 
mal. In kidney disease if suffi- 
clently advanced that the kidneys 
do not get rid of the waste prod- 
ucts at the rate they normally do, 
these products accumulate in the 
blood and can be detected—urea, 
creatinine and other nitrogenous 
products, There are no changes in 
the blood in ovarian disease. 
Other diseases detected by blood 
chemistry tests are gout and cer- 
tain bone diseases, in which lat- 
ter the blood calcium and phos- 
phorus are changed from normal..

Victim of Poliomyelitis, 17-Year-Old Dorothy Jung Has Found a Philosophy

MASCOUTAH, Ill., July 30. 
OR seven years Dorothy Mary 
Louise Jung has not walked 
and the doctors say she never 
will walk, but she is not unhappy. 
She laughs in the face of fate and 
never complains. Life is good, 
she says. She has more than a 
lot of other girls have. She is 
quite content. . 

Until Dorothy was nine years 
old she was like other children, 
more agile and active than most 
girls of her age. She helped with 
the chores at the farm home of 
her parents, Mr, and Mrs. Xavier 
Jung, six miles south of here, and 
went to school at Fayetteville, On 
a Wednesday she said she was not 
feeling well. She was taken to a 
doctor and he said it was nothing 
but a cold. She would soon be all 
right. But two days later she was 
unable to stand or move her head 
and hands. She had been stricken 
with infantile paralysis. 

For three years she was almost 
constantly in bed and no attempt 
was made to continue her educa- 
tion. By the end of that time she 
was able to move her head and 
body and hands, but her legs re- 
mained useless. Yet her mind was 
active and despite the absence of 
formal instruction she developed 
an understanding rather beyond 
that of children of her age. Her 
mother and grandmother read to 
her and that helped, 

a. 
HE problem of her education 


was solved by the assignment of 


grade school teachers to give 
her instruction at home, They came 
five days a week after dismissal 
of their school classes. She had 
been in the third grade when she 
was stricken. She was able to 
take up fifth grade lessons when 
her home instruction began. She 
finished grade school and now, 
under the same system of home in- 
struction, is a student of the Mas- 
coutah high school and holding 
her own with students of her age. 

It was not until she was 14 that 
Dorothy knew she would not walk 
again. For the third time she was 
taken to the Shriners’ Hospital in 
St. Louis. Her parents rad given 
up hope but they had not told her. 
She had cherished a hope that an 
operation would help. On this 
third visit she determined to find 
out. She asked the doctor to tell 
her whether she would ever walk 
again. She was so forthright that 
he could do nothing less than tell 
the truth. " 

“The way it looks now,” he 
said, “you may never walk again, 
normally. But don’t let it discour- 
age you and above all don’t feel 
sorry for yourself. That’s the 
main thing. You can make some- 
thing of yourself, I know that.”

that she remembers. She turned 
away to hide her tears. 

Telling about it now, as she sits 
in her wheel chair, Dorothy says: 
“It took me quite a while to come 
through that shock, Everything 
Was so much mixed up, and I 
must admit things didn’t make 
very much sense to me just then. 
I triad so hard to think it out, 
but the overwhelming force of 
the doctor’s words kept ringing in 
my ears. How on earth could I 
pretend it didn’t matter? How 
could I keep from letting my 
friends know. If they knew they'd 
feel sorry for me, and above all I 
didn't want that. 

“IT can’t put my finger on the 
thing, or things, that pulled me 
through this disappointment. May- 
be it was pride, or stubbornness, 
or determination; maybe all three. 
At any rate, I put my mind on 
school work and finding a place 
for myself.” 

Ever since the doctor gave his 


verdict that she would never walk 
again, Dorothy has been adapting 
herself to the life that lies be- 
fore her. Mostly reading and writ- 
ing have engaged her mind. With 
the recovered use of her fingers 
she learned typing. As she sits in 
her wheel chair at the library 
table that serves as her desk, her 
typewriter, on a_ specially built 
support, is within her reach. Also 
within her reach are books, the 
radio and the telephone. She 
writes so well that she won, in 
May, an honorable mention from 
the Scholastic Magagine for an 
autobiographical sketch of herself. 
She smilingly mentions as an ac- 
complishment her ability to fix 
her hair to her own satisfaction. 
She sews, knits and embroiders 
and won a blue ribbon for the 
soldier’s sweater that she knitted 
and exhibited at the Farmers’ In- 
stitute. And her mother proudly 
adds that she can patch clothes 
and peel potatoes, 
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Now it Is correspendence with 
men in the armed services that 
keep her occupied and happy. It 
started with a letter she sent to 
Orville Rosen, who was a neigh- 
bor’s hired hand before he went 
away. That suggested to her that 
she could be useful in cheering up 
the men at the front. She wrote 
to others who had gone from the 
neighborhood and some of them 
told comrades about the little shut- 
in and the letters that she wrote. 
In that and other ways the word 
spread and her list of correspond- 
ents grew. Now there are 24, scat- 
tered all over the world, and she 
writes two to six’ letters a day. 
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RVIN LEMPKE, the rural mail 
| carrier, says she sends and re- 

ceives more letters than any- 
body on his route. 

Her only fault, she says, is that 
she writes too much, Her letters 
are usually so long that she has 
to pay double postage on them. 
The reason for her long letters is 
that there are not many visitors to 
the farmhouse half a mile from 
the highway and, lacking sdéme- 
body to talk to, she talks to her 
heart’s content in her letters to 
the soldiers. 

At home Dorothy says she finds 
all sorts of ways to amuse her- 
self, When she tires of reading 
and writing, her little brothers 
push her chair out into the yard 
or to the tool house, where she 
can reach and handle the tools 
that her father uses, rejoicing in 
the feeling of strength that she 
gets from them, 

“It’s a pretty good world,” says 
Dorothy, “if you take it in your 
stride. It isn’t so hard to live in 
a wheel chair, I can’t change it 
and I’m not sctiatintnieaMabaath it. 
Does it matter whether I ever 
walk again? Yes, I suppose it 
does in a way, but I am not going 
to let it bother me. I have a 
sound mind. I can make out of my 
life what I choose. I have my 
school work, my many friends, my 
correspondents, my books and my 
ambitions. So you see I’m quite 
content.” 

Her ambition is to be a writer. 
“I don't aspire to be famous,” she 
says. I just want to write for my 
own pleasure. A quiet, useful life 
without too much praise is what I 
want, and [ am confident I can 
have that.” 

Such contentment seemed so un- 
usual, under such circumstances, 
that the stranger who visited 
Dorothy that day wondered 
whether she is always really happy. 
It could be a defensive mask that 
she puts on when visitors come, 
Something of what the visitor was 
thinking must have communicated 
itself to Dorothy's father, for as 
he helped pack the camera in the 
car he said with a sort of awe: “I

HYDE PARK, Sunday. 


N the afternoon of the 26th, 
0 after leaving Lake Junaluska, 

we drove to Moore General 
Hospital, a military hospital where 
there are nearly a thousand pa- 
tients. Many of them are able to 
be up and about for at least part 
of the time, so these were gath- 
ered in the Red Cross recreation 
hall, where I had a chance to talk 
with them, 

The policy of getting our wound- 
ed into hospitals as near home as 
possible is well exemplified here, 
I found only one boy whose home 
was in California. All the others 
lived within a radius of a few 
hundred miles, and some were 
very near to their families. The 
boys here are back from all the 
different fronts, and I think it 
must be a great joy to them to 
find themselves in this delightful 
climate after the many months 
spent on the Anzio beachhead, in 
the mountains of Italy or on the 
islands of the Pacific. 

I was able to go through only 
three wards where there were bed 
patients, but at the end of one of 
these wards I came upon four 
wounded German prisoners. The 
German type is not very different 
from some of our own men, and 
these four had begun to lose the 
gauntness and drawn expression 
which characterize fighting men 
when they first come out of battle 
zones. Their wounds were being 
treated, and one boy, who had 
tuberculosis of the spine, was in 
bed. I am sure that in every way 
we live up to the Geneva Conven- 
tion, and I only hope our enemies 
will do the same for our men. 

Dr, Guy Snavely, who has a 
summer cottage at Lake Junalusa- 
ka, traveled back on the train 
with me and helped to find my 
grandson, who joined me at 


Greensboro, N. C. The train was 
late and made only a brief stop 
at the station, so that all of us 
were rather breathless when, after 
hasty farewells to the kind people 
who had brought him down, we 
finally got my grandson aboard 
for the last lap of our journey. 

I did not have time, while in 
Waynesboro, to stop at the little 
gift shop which had sent over 
some lovely hooked rugs and 
brightly colored Indian baskets as 
decorations for one of the rooma 
in the hotel. IL can never resist 
baskets, so perhaps it was just as 
well I could not stop. Otherwise, 
I should probably have found my- 
self traveling home burdened down 
with more of them, when I al- 
ready have samples from many 
parts of the world which I rarely 
use. 

As usual, we have a succession 
of guests. This is the-nicest part 
of living in the country—people 
can drop in on you. I have al- 
magst caught up with the mail 
which accumulated while I was 
gone, and by next week I will be 
back, feeling really leisurely 
again,
